BROTHERS  NEW  TNA  PRESIDENT 


Bill  Brothers  of  San  Angelo  is  the 
new  president  of  Texas  Numismatic 
Association,  taking  office  at  the  T. 
N.A.  semi-annual  board  meeting  in 
Austin,  September  24,  in  a  somewhat 
complicated  but  completely  consti¬ 
tutional  “progressive  chairs”  maneu¬ 
ver. 

For  personal  reasons  Bob  Bridges 
had  resigned  as  president,  which  au¬ 
tomatically  moved  First  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  Virgil  Hancock  into  the  presi¬ 
dency.  and  Second  Vice  President 
Bill  Brothers  into  the  first  vice  presi¬ 
dency. 

Hancock,  setting  an  all-time  re¬ 
cord  for  shortness  (20  minutes)  of 
tenure  as  T.N.A.  president,  and  stat¬ 
ing  he  had  too  many  irons  in  the 
fire  to  permit  him  to  serve  as  presi¬ 


dent,  immediately  resigned  so  that 
Bill  Brothers  moved  up  again,  this 
time  from  first  vice  president  to 
president,  leaving  both  first  and  sec¬ 
ond  vice  president  spots  vacant. 

Brothers  then  appointed  Hancock 
to  be  again  first  vice  president.  To 
fill  the  vacant  second  vice  president 
office,  Brothers  appointed  Roger  Ear- 
wood  of  Denton  which,  in  turn,  left 
v  acant  the  governorship  of  District  V. 
Brothers  next  appointed  Mike  Brown¬ 
lee  of  Dallas  as  the  new  governor. 

The  board  then  passed,  without 
dissenting  vote,  several  amendments 
to  clarify  and  to  plug  loopholes  in 
the  T.N.A.  Constitution,  By-Laws 
and  Standing  Rules.  In  other  pages 
of  this  issue  of  TNA  News  these 
amendments  are  submitted  for  vote 
by  T.N.A.  membership.

AND  THEIR  COINAGE 
CONCLUSION 


Early  in  the  term  of  Mirabeau  B. 
Lamar,  Texas  started  issuing  Repub¬ 
lic  <f  Texas  notes  (Redbacks)  in  $5, 
10,  20,  50,  100  and  500  denomina¬ 
tions,  and  their  corresponding  change 
notes  of  $1,2  and  3.  There  is  no  ac¬ 
curate  record  of  the  quantities  issued, 
either  individually  or  in  total,  since 
some  were  reissued  and  included  in 
the  totals  recorded.  When  Lamar  was 
replaced  by  “Ole  Sam”  Houston  in 
December,  1S41  the  total  debt  was 
$7,300,000.  (Illustration  VI.) 

President  Lamars  administration 
is  remembered  for  sizeable  expendi¬ 
tures,  too  many  employes,  and  too 
large  a  navv  and  army.  It  should  be 
pointed  out  that  all  was  paid  in  high¬ 
ly  depreciated  currency,  so  perhaps 
they  were  not  too  high  when  consid¬ 
ered  against  their  equivalents. 

The  continued  depreciation  of  the 
finances  of  the  Republic  and  the 
general  dissatisfaction  were  respon¬ 
sible  for  Sam  Houston’s  return  to  the 
presidency.  He  immediately  tried  to 
reverse  the  fiscal  trend  toward  com¬ 
plete  bankruptcy.  He  recalled  all 
other  money  and  they  became  of 
value  only  to  pay  duty  and  taxes, 
which  immediately  made  them  worth¬ 


less.  He  issued  Exchequer  notes 
which  were  closely  controlled,  par- 
simonously  issued,  and  destroyed 
when  redeemed.  So  successful  was 
he  in  the  last  area  that  by  1852  only 
$13,208.29  remained  outstanding.  To¬ 
day,  only  a  small  handful  can  be 
found. 

By  this  time  government  employees 
were  caught  in  a  financial  squeeze 
that  threatened  the  very  life  of  the 
Republic.  During  Houston’s  first  and 
Lamar's  administrations  the  salaries 
were  fairly  high  because  they  had 
been  established  so  as  to  take  into 
consideration  the  declining  purchas¬ 
ing  power  of  the  dollar.  Sam  Hous¬ 
ton  in  his  political  speeches  before 
election  had  scored  this  extravagance 
and.  of  course,  when  re-elected,  was 
committed  to  cutting  back  all  ex¬ 
penses,  including  salaries.  This,  how¬ 
ever,  immediately  threatened  a  loss 
of  personnel  since  a  salary  draft  of 
$200  was  usually  discounted  to  about 
60  % ,  and  sometimes  to  20  % ,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  fortunes  of  the  Re¬ 
public  at  the  moment. 

Some  of  the  retail  prices  at  this 
time  (August-October,  1843)  are 
shown:  Bacon,  per  lb..  9c;  Coffee. 
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per  lb.  15c;  corn,  per  bu.,  8  3/4c; 
Lard,  lb.,  l'/,c;  Nails,  lb.,  10c;  Su¬ 
gar,  lb.  8c;  and  Fleur  per  bbl.,  $8. 
At  the  same  time  salaries  had  been 
reduced  to  where  it  was  very  difficult 
for  government  employees  to  make 
ends  meet  and  many  were  forced  to 
resign  and  go  into  private  business. 
For  comparative  purposes,  shown  be¬ 
low  are  some  of  the  official  salaries 
at  various  times  during  the  Republic 
era.

From  this  table  one  can  see  the 
state  officials  were  actually  in  !>etter 
shape  under  Houston’s  second  admin¬ 
istration  than  under  Lamar’s.  How¬ 
ever.  this  does  not  te'l  the  entire  story. 
Many  drafts  were  issued  with  direct¬ 
ives  written  on  them  from  Sam  Hous¬ 
ton  or  bis  secretary  that  they  were  to 
be  honored  by  specific  Custom  Of¬ 
fices,  and  these  offices  were  to  pay 
i  ut  moneys  received  only  upon  his 
authorization.  Apparently  by  this 
means.  Houston  was  able  to  channel 
much  needed  financing  to  personally- 
approved  projects  and  payrolls:  the 
technique  was  apparently  necessary 
to  keep  efficient  officers  of  the  gov¬ 
ernment  from  resigning.  This  ac¬ 
counts  primarily,  for  the  many 
changes  in  signature  combinations, 
particularly  in  the  change  notes 
which  were  signed  by  sis  different 
combinations  during  Lamar’s  admini¬ 
stration. 

Anson  Jones,  the  third  and  last 
president  of  the  Republic,  was  in¬ 
augurated  in  1844  and  carried  on 
the  policies  and  efforts  of  Sam  Hous¬ 
ton.  Jones’  avowed  goal  of  office  was 
to  complete  the  juncture  with  the 
United  States,  and  this  be  accomplish¬

“Viewing  the  entire  period  of  the 
Republic,  the  history  of  expenditures 
falls  into  two  well-defined  divisions, 
one  extending  from  1836  to  1841  and 
the  other  from  1S41  to  1846.  Total 
expenditures  for  the  first  period  were 
$7,128,873  or  $1,184,178  annually. 
The  greatest  drain  on  the  Republic 
and  the  chief  cause  of  its  difficulties 
was  the  military  and  naval  expendi¬ 
tures."  (Miller,  E.  T.,  A  Financial 
History  of  Texas.) 

The  main  manifestations  of  the  Re¬ 
public  are  the  tokens  of  her  biggest 
problem  -  the  paper  money.  Often 
seen  are  the  notes  called  Republic 
Notes  and  Audited  Drafts.  Less  of¬ 
ten  found  are  the  earlier  Government 
notes,  and  very  seldom  seen,  except 
in  the  hands  of  advanced  collectors, 
are  the  Star  Notes.  Rarest  and  most 
highly  prized  of  all  are  the  few  Ex¬ 
chequer  notes. 

Thus  ended  the  Republic  and  its 
stormy  course  through  10  long  but 
progressive  years.  Remaining  were 
the  problems  of  changing  a  govern¬ 
ing  system  to  that  of  statehood  and 
liquidating  the  debt  of  the  Republic 
which  was  nearly  $10,000,000.  But 
this  stnrv  was  a  problem  for  the  new 
state  of  Texas,  for  the  Republic  was 
no  more.

The  following  six  amendments  were  approved  with  no  dissenting  vote  by 
T.N.A.  Governing  Board,  meeting  in  Austin,  September  24,  1967,  and  now 
are  submitted  for  vote  by  T.N.A.  paid-up  members,  in  conformity  to  Article 
IN',  Section  1,  of  TNA  Constitution,  and  Article  IX.  Section  1,  of  By-Laws.

EXPLANATION:  Heretofore  it  seems  there's  been  no  clear-cut  procedure  for 
changing  or  adding  to  the  Standing  Rules,  so  this  amendment  spells  it  out  in 
plain  English. 


To  Paragraph  3,  last  sentence,  of  the  Standing  Rules  the  period  shall  be  deleted 
and  there  shall  he  added: 

until  immediately  after  the  awards  will  have  been  announced,  at  which 
time  the  chairman  of  of  judges  shall  place  upon  each  exhibit  or  hand  to  each 
exhibitor  the  scoring  sheet  for  that  exhibit,  and  on  that  same  scoring  sheet  shall 
appear  the  scoring  of  the  first-place  winner  of  that  category  and  the  scoring  of 
the  best  in-show  exhibit.

EXPLANATION:  Heretofore,  that  Paragraph  3  has  read  “...the  judges'  names 
shall  he  kept  secret."  This  amendment  not  only  w  ill  permit  judges  to  comment 
to  exhibitors  on  the  exhibits,  but  also  will  enable  non-winners  to  compare  their 
scoring  w  ith  that  of  the  winners.  That  w  ill  enable  an  exhibitor  to  recognize  his 
weak  spots  and  to  correct  them  the  next  time  he  exhibits. 
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To  Paragraph  3  of  the  Standing  Rules,  second  sentence,  after  the  initials 
“T.N.A."  and  before  the  word  “President”  shall  he  inserted: 

“First  Vice”

EXPLANATION:  Since  the  prime  responsibility  of  the  1st  v.p.  is  the  educat¬ 
ional  section  of  TNA,  and  since  the  purpose  of  convention  exhibits  is  to  further 
numismatic  education,  this  amendment  will  place  the  chairman  of  judges  under 
the  1st  vice  president  instead  of  under  the  president.  Everything  educational 
then  will  be  under  one  tent. 


In  By-Laws,  Article  III.  Sec.  2. a. (4),  second  sentence,  the  word  "approved” 
shall  be  replaced  by  the  words: 

"subject  to  approval”

EXPLANATION:  This  amendment  clarifies  the  meaning  of  this  section,  which 
has  read  that  appointments  shall  be  approved  by  the  Governing  Board.  If  in¬ 
terpreted  Iiterallv,  the  Board  would  have  had  no  choice  but  to  approve  all  ap¬ 
pointments.  but  this  amendment  says  it  plainly  that  all  appoinments  are  to  be 
subject  to  the  Board’s  approval. 


To  Bv-Laws  Article  III  (Elected  Officers  and  Duties)  shall  be  added: 

Sec.  6.  Appointive  officers  and  committee  chairman  may  attend  regular  and 
called  meetings  of  the  Governing  Board,  may  volunteer  and  voice  their 
views  on  any  subject  pertinent  to  TNA  affairs,  but  only  elective  officers 
shall  have  the  right  to  vote.

EXPLANATION:  Heretofore  appointive  officers  have  voted  in  Board  meetings, 
although  it  hasn't  been  plain  whether  or  not  they  should  vote.  This  amendment 
makes  it  plain  that  onlv  elective  officers  can  vote.  Otherwise  a  president  could 
pack  a  Board  with  enough  rubber-stamp  appointive  officers  that  he  could 
control  the  Board. 


In  By-Laws  Article  IV  (Elections)  a  comma  shall  be  substituted  for  the 
period  at  the  end  of  present  Section  2,  and  there  shall  be  added: 

to  which  he  may  have  l>een  either  elected  or  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy 
in  accordance  with  Article  III.  Section  2. a. 4.  of  the  By-Laws.

EXPLANATION:  This  amendment  says  that  anyone  who  has  served  in  an 
elective  office,  as  a  Governor  or  as  a  N  ice  President,  whether  or  not  he  was 
appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  to  such  office,  is  eligible  to  run  for  TNA  President 
because  such  person  will  have  acquired  the  administrative  experience  intended 
to  be  possessed  by  any  candidate  for  TNA  President. 
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Che  Cuban 
Cold  Story 

Conclusion 


The  story  of  Cuban  coinage  would 
be  incomplete  without  a  discussion 
of  the  patriot  whose  head  appears  on 
the  obverse  of  all  Cuban  gold  coins. 
Jose  Marti  was  bom  in  Havana  in 
1853  of  Spanish  parents.  His  name 
is  pronounced  like  the  name  of  the 
country  HAITI— not  like  the  Ameri¬ 
can  name  MARTY. 

He  was  arrested,  while  a  teenager, 
for  revolutionary  activities  during  the 
Ten  Years  War  (1868-1878).  His  fa¬ 
ther,  an  ex-government  official  in 
minor  capacities,  interceded  upon 
his  son’s  behalf.  Released,  he  was 
sent  to  Spain  where  he  studied  law; 
but  he  became  a  writer  instead  of  a 
lawyer. 

Marti  went  to  Mexico  and  to  Gua¬ 
temala  as  a  school  teacher  and  wrote 
poetry  on  the  side.  He  returned  to 
Cuba  when  the  10-years  war  ended 
in  1878.  Soon  he  was  deported  again 
because  of  his  renewed  interest  in 
subversive  activities.  Now  he  dedi¬ 
cated  himself  to  becoming  very  ac¬ 
tive  in  the  promotion  of  Cuban  in¬ 
dependence. 

Most  of  his  exiled  time  was  spent 
in  New  York  City.  Here  he  was  a 
counsel  for  several  Latin  American 
countries.  It  was  in  this  citv  that  he 
founded  the  Cuban  periodical  LA 
PATRIA. 

While  in  this  country  he  kept  in 
contact  with  the  Cuban  exiles  in 
Florida,  New  Orleans  and  New  York 
by  personal  visits.  These  enabled  him

to  inspire,  conspire,  agitate,  dispute, 
and  then  reconcile  the  dissenting 
groups.  Gradually,  he  became  the 
dominating  influence  in  the  Cuban 
independence  movement. 

In  1892  he  organized  a  junta  call¬ 
ed  THE  DELEGATION  OF  THE 
CUBAN  REVOLUTIONARY  PAR¬ 
TY.  Marti  was  the  executive  officer 
with  the  title  of  First  Delegate.  This 
group- succeeded  in  raising  $1,517,000 
for  the  Cuban  independence  cause. 
This  was  a  very  substantial  sum  at 
that  time. 

Independent  writers  of  recent  years 
have  found  it  difficult  to  appraise 
Marti’s  patriotic  accomplishments  be¬ 
cause  his  admirers  have  glorified  him 
like  a  hero  in  an  epic.  This  has  tend¬ 
ed  to  give  him  the  status  of  a  dietv. 
One  wTiter  says,  “In  many  ways, 
he  was  a  pathetic  visionary,  he  had 
an  unsatisfactory  marriage,  suffered 
repeated  failures  in  business  and 
journalistic  enterprises,  and  uttered 
so  many  notions  that  his  thinking 
lacks  consistency.” 

The  same  writer  continues,  “Messy 
as  his  personal  life  was,  however,  he 
had  a  superb  gilt  for  propagandizing 
and  organization.  The  insurrection  of 
1895  was  deftly  arranged  and  timed. 
Chaotic  and  colliding  personalities 
were  united,  money  raised,  influential 
Americans  attracted,  and  above  all, 
an  overpowering  inspiration  imparted

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BIRDS  ON  COINS

Eagles  on  coins  are  so  numerous 
and  so  meaningful,  they  will  be  treat¬ 
ed  as  Part  II  of  this  article  on  coins 
with  birds  on  them. 

The  study  of  birds  lead  us  into 
many  fascinating  areas.  To  try  and 
discern  what  prompted  their  use  as  a 
design,  to  try  to  interpret  their  sym¬ 
bolism  affords  hours  of  interesting 
research. 

In  modern  times,  birds  have  ap¬ 
peared  on  coins  to  typify  the  natural 
fauna  peculiar  to  their  country.  Per¬ 
es  Metcalf,  in  designing  the  winning 
series  for  Ireland's  coins  popularly 
called  the  ‘barnyard’  coins,  set  the 
trend  for  simple,  artistic  use  of  birds 
and  animals  of  their  country.  Other 
birds  are  symbolic  -  the  owl  of  wis¬ 
dom.  the  dove  of  peace,  the  quetzel 
representing  man’s  quest  for  adven¬ 
ture.  Birds  are  used  as  a  part  of  their 
country’s  arms,  or  just  to  make  a  coin 
more  beautiful.  Here  then  are  the 
birds  on  coins  as  I  have  found  them. 
Good  hunting!

He  gave  a  des¬ 
criptive  outline  of  three  tests  which 
can  be  used  to  ascertain  if  coins  are 
genuine,  which  included  x-rav  dif¬ 
fraction,  specific  gravity  and  neutron 
activation. 

Following  the  program  the  aud¬ 
ience  was  allowed  to  personalis'  in¬ 
spect  and  view  through  stereoscopic 
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microscopes,  a  six-table  display  of 
counterfeit  coins  which  Hancock  had 
arranged.  Included  were  ancient. 

European 
and  colonial  and  modern  U.  S.  coun¬ 
terfeit  coins.

September  25,  the  club  heard  C.  H. 
Lorfing  speaking  on  “The  Barber 
Series."  He  said  his  interest  in  the 
coins  began  in  1956  when  he  got  a 
Barber  half  dollar  in  change.  He  en¬ 
joys  "finds  more  than  purchases  and 
displayed  a  variety  of  coins  he  has 
found. 

Lorfing  told  of  V\  illiam  Barber  and 
G.  I  Morgan  in  the  second  Philadel¬

Bland  Dollar”  and  their  work  on 
new  designs.  C.  E.  Barber  succeeded 
his  father.  His  first  coin  was  the  “V" 
nickel  which  appeared  first  in  1883 
w  ithout  denominational  identification, 
was  gold  plated  to  become  the  “Rac- 
eteer  Nickel.’  This  was  soon  corrected 
and  the  design  was  used  until  1913 
when  a  few  fabled  unauthorized  coins 
of  the  tvpe  were  struck. 

The  true  Barber  series  were  the 
dime,  quarter,  and  half  dollar.  (Mor¬ 
gan  s  design  was  chosen  in  compet¬ 
ition  for  the  dollar.)  The  first  two 
were  struck  1892  to  1916.  the  latter 
to  1915.  The  quarter  and  half  were 
the  first  to  use  5-pointed  stars,  on 
the  reverse  only. 

Ghief  engraver  of  the  Mint.  G.  E. 
Barber  was  influential  in  passage  of 
a  bill  prohibiting  change  of  the  de¬ 
sign  of  a  coin  under  25  years  except 
by  Act  of  Congress.  The  speaker 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that  coins 
ol  the  Barber  series  have  steadily  in¬ 
creased  in  numismatic  value,  the  only 
series  to  show  no  slump.  —  Norma 
Mather,  Publicity.

Again  this  writer  says,  “Marti 
taught  Cubans  to  be  suspicious  of 

the  U.S."  Marti  called  it,  “ . the 

monster  in  whose  entrails  he  had 
lived.” 

Aspiring  to  prove  himself  a  good 
patriot  with  military  recognition, 
Marti  permitted  himself  to  be  placed 
in  the  battle  lines.  He  was  killed  on 
May  19,  1895  at  Dos  Rios.  Cuba 
gained  a  martyr  and  the  revolution 
went  on  unchecked.

No  attempt  has  been  made  in  this 
discussion  to  reconcile  and  reason  out 
the  differences  which  are  not  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  out  of  line.
